"When  this  matter  was  heard  at  the  Finance  Committee  meeting  of 
March  25,  it  was  noted  that  the  breakdown  of  the  standby  emergency 
electrical  power  generator  No.  2  occurred  on  August  22,  1986.   When 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  contracted  out  the  repairs,  there  was 
only  a  verbal  commitment  from  the  contractor  that  the  repairs  were 
not  expected  to  exceed  $15,000.   However,  on  November  25,  1986  when 
they  received  the  bill,  the  estimate  was  revised  as  the  generator 
had  to  be  rebuilt  and  the  final  cost  was  $58,444.41.
